CORRESPONDENCE. 
THE JEWS AND THE FOREIGN FRUIT TRADE, 

Sik,—Ferom a perasal of the official statistics dealing with our fresh 
fruit importations, we see that during the year which: has Just:closed the 
arrivals have surpassed all previous records. The industrial population 
of the cities and towns particularily have been well provided with cheap 
fruit. It has come into our ports from many lands in profusion, and been 
brought to: the doors of the poorest members of the community. The 
present is an appropriate time to make public a few facts respecting the 
import fruit trade. Having for a quarter of a century made such matters 
a special study, | am in a position to write independently and witb 
some authority upon them, It is certain that the huge supplies 
of fresh fruit which reach our. shores could not be enjoyed. but 
for Free Trade, the shippers and those cosmopolitan merchants 
the Jews. The import fruit trade was, indeed, initiated § and 
developed mainly by the Jews, to whom it is only fair to render the credit 
due. If one wants to see this gigantic business in its latest phase, one 
must go to the Floral Hall at Covent Garden. The sales of foreign fruit 
formerly took place in the vicinity of the Monument. Now Covent Garden 
has its own direct shipments, and is the head centre tor best prices with a 
tremendous trade in fureign produce. Here congregate regularly the best 
London and provincial buyers to. attend the auctions. The whole of the 
Californian pears come here. \essrs. Garcia, Jacobs and Co., who handle 
them, are the pioneers of the I[ruit trade of ritain. The success of the 
Jewish merchants generally is not understood. As a nation we are 
much indebted to this race for many intellectual and commercial 
benefits. In connection with the Colonial Secretary's tour in 
South Africa, it is interesting to remember that it was through 
the Jews that the existence of the Cape of Good Hope became known to 
Europe. From high class producers and dealers who have done business 
with this section of traders | have learned that the success of the Jews is 
the result of industry, integrity, and initiative of no mean order. Through 
the existence of opinions founded in prejudice and ignorance, the Jews are 
often misjudged, | would take this opportunity of testifying to their com- 
mercial virtues in the fruit markets of the United Kingdom,

How can aman, who has never had an\ 
medical training, pick up all the necessary anatomical and surgical knowledge 
and experience, as well as the up-to-date antiseptic treatment of wounds anc 
their various complications and treatment, in two lessons? This is a ver, 
important matter, and | feel confident that you will exert your utmos' 
through your valuable journal, that does so much for the causeof Judaism, 
to prevent any farther unnecessary deaths. 

In the meantime let the parents take a warning from the sufferings and 
deaths of the children during the past year, and insist on the operation 
being performed by a medical man. Or, if they must have a Mohel, then 
there must be a medical man present and in his presence the Mohel must 
perform the operation, and the treatment of the child be handed over to the 
medical man who takes all the responsibility, and the Mohel have nothing 
further to do with the case. 

1 found this system very satisfactory and safe by personal experience. 
Arrangements are already made between me and certain operators, some. 0! 
them authotised mohels. During the past year I had eight re-circumceisions 
and nineteen cases of b:enorrhage and other complications which were 4! 
successfully treated. 

It is not the operation which kills the patient, but the subsequent 
inadequate, unexperienced and unskilful treatment which proves s 
disastrous.

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Dr. Max Hirsch, 


of Berlin. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


On Tuesday, the 30th ult., the well-known Dr. Max Hirsch celebrated in 
Berlin his 70th birthday. 
It is hardly necessary to 
remind your readers of 
the prominent position 
that gentleman has 
attained ‘in the sphere 
of labour. He has done 
giant’s work as a pro- 
moter of Liberalism, and 
especially in the im- 
provement of the legal 
and economic status of 
the working classes. 
(ne of his chief merits 
is his share in founding 
the German Trade 
Unions, for which he has 
fought with word and 
pen for many a year. 
IS50 to 1855 he studied 
philosophy, law, and 
political science at the 
universities of Tiibingen, 
Heidelberg and Berlin. 
(yn the conclusion of his 
studies and when he had 
attained his degree of 
doctor, he undertook a 
long series of travels 
through France and Northern Africa. The results of these excur- 
sions were embodied in several works. First came ‘‘Skizze der volks- 
wirtschaftlichen Zustinde in Algerien’’ (GéOttingen, 1887): ‘* Reise in das 
Innere von Algerien, durch die habyle und Sahara’ (Berlin, 1862). 
In 185% he, started in Berlin as a pnoblisher, having acquired the 
goodwill of a Frankfort bookseller’s firm. In 1862, on the sudden 
death of his father, he took over in Magdeburg his father's exten- 
sive business, which he had to manage until his brother had grown 
up to assume the management, but devoted himself at the same 
time to public affairs. His constant aim was the improvement of 
the material position of the lower classes and the education of the people. 
On his return to Germany, after his travels, he founded in Berlin the 
political weekly paper Der Fortschri(t, but, as already stated, we find him 
in 1862 in Magdeburg, and the paper ceased to exist in consequence. He 
soon displayed a very active propaganda in connection with Labour Unions 
and Associations in Magdeburg, and particularly among those of the working 
classes, In 1864, he was elected a member of the Standing Committee of the 
German Association for the promotion of edueation amongst workmen 
(Arbeiterbildungsvereine). In 1867 he returned to Berlin, which he made 
his permanent domicile, and thenceforth his efforts were exclusively devoted 
to public affairs. Dr. Hirsch shortly afterwards paid a visit to England and 
Scotland for the purpose of studying on the spot the conditions of the work- 
ing classes in those countries. One of the results of that visit to our 
shores was his association with Franz Duncker and Schulze-Delitzsch in the 
work of organizing German Trade Unions. He published, in August, 1868, 
his experiences in England in regard to Trade Unions in ‘** Sozialen 
Briefen aus England,”’ in the Volks Zeitung. The development of 
these Unions owes much to his active promotion of the cause in his 
capacity of legal adviser to the general institution of the combined Unions, as 
also to his publicistic writings, and that of others in the organ of the Unions, 
called ** Der Gewerkverein,’’ which he published, and which has now existed 
for thirty-four years. His object in bringing about the establishment of 
Trade Unions was to combat Socialism, or rather thus to promote the 
material, mental and moral elevation of the working classes on sounder and 
healthier bases than could be expected from the Socialistic agitators. As 
the legal adviser of the Trade Unions he was indefatigable in his efforts to 
establish National Associations for affording relief in cases of sickness, for 
defraying burial expenses, for maintaining invalids, for providing old-age 
pensions, and for other similar objects for the assistance of labourers and 
their families in cases of distress, etc. He was also a most energetic 
promoter of all kinds of Associations the aim of which was the improvement of 
the lot of the working classes, and the establishment of courts of arbitration 
and of conciliation in cases of struggles between capital and labour, 
and his inflaence was very great in all these undertakings. 

In 1869, Plauen, the 25rd Saxon electoral district, returned him as its 
Deputy to the North German Reichstag, where he became a member of the 
German Fortschritts party (the progressive party). In 1871 he was elected 
for the German Reichstag by the first electoral district of Berlin, and in 
1881, it was the district Reuss (younger line), which returned him as its 
representative to the German Reichstag. In that body he was foremost in 
defending free mutual insurance associations among the working classes. 
In 1878 he brought into existence the Scientific Central Association, and 
the Humboldt Academy, and he himself still acts as General Secretary of the 
institution, and as Docent of Political Economy. He delivers lectures 
on all subjects connected with that science, on the social question, on 
finance, on insurance, &c., &c. 

Dr. Hirsch was repeatedly returned to the German Reichstag, and at 
present he also represents a Berlin constituency in the Prussian Chamber of 
Deputies. He is a member of the Freisinnige Volkspartei. Of his many 
writings on political economy and ot:er subjects should be mentioned 
‘* Musterstatuten fiir Einigungsiimter’’ (Berlin, 1872); ** Die gegenseitigen 
Hilfskassen und die Gesetzgebung’’ (Berlin, 1875); ‘*Gewerkvereins- 
Leitfaden ’’ (Berlin, 1876). This was written by him in conjunction with 

Herr Polke; ‘Der Staat und die Versicherung’’ (Berlin, 1881); ‘Das 
Krankenversicherungs-Gesetz vor dem Reichstage ’’ (Berlin, 1883) ; ** Was bez- 
wecken die Gewerkvereine ?’’ (Berlin, 1881), of which there have already 
been published six editions. | 

It should be specially emphasised that Dr. Hirsch was and is one of 
the most unselfish workers for the good of the masses and of humanity in 
general. All his energy, all his great store of knowledge, was ever used to 
give practical effect to the result of his studies in the domain of political 
economy.

I have mentioned that he was a native of Halberstadt, and afterwards, °

He subsequent!» 
established there his own firm as dealer in spirits and other Germay 
roduce. 

: Dr. Max Hirsch, who at first visited the popular school at Halberstadt, 
afterwards wasa pupil at the Dom-Gymnasium of Magdeburg. That hea 
was mentally very gifted, is proved by the circumstance that he was abhi. 
to go to the University at the early ageof 17. He is a great linguist. 
foreign languages having been amongst his favourite studies. 

The Central Board of the German Trade Unions Association published 
in honour of Dr. Max Hirsch's seventieth birthday a ‘* festival pamphlet, ' 
in which his labours and his views as leader of the Trade Unions and as 
member of the Reichstag and of the Prussian Diet are duly appreciated. 
Dr. Karl Kahn is the author of that part of the memorial which refers to 
Dr. Hirsch’s activity in the Trade Unions movement, while that portion 
which treats of his parliamentary life is from the pen of Dr, Karl Gold. 
schmidt. Dr. Hirsch is enjoying excellent bodily and mental health. 

Dr. Hirsch’s birthday was celebrated in the evening by the members . / 
the Trade Unions in the great hall of the Philharmonie by a grand festiv:'. 
All the loeal Trade Unions of Berlin were present with their banners. T). 
Unions outside the Prussian capital also sent their chief Executive Co, 
mittees. Among the guests were several members of the Reichstag. T)« 
stage was transformed into a forest of laurels, the bust of Dr. Max Hirsc) 
being erected in the midst of the plants. 


The Chief Rabbi at Brighton. 


The Chief Rabbi paid his annual visit to Brighton on Sabbath last, and 
in the morning preached on public worship to a large congregation. H.- 
text was: ‘‘ Three times in the year shall all thy males appear before the Lord 
thy God in the place which he shall choose; on the feast of unleavened bread, 
and on the feast of weeks, and on the feast of tabernacles; and they shal! nv 
appear before the Lord empty.’’ When, he said, they assembled for public 
worship the bidding was given them that they were not to appear with 


with God, a heart filled with reverence and Godly fear. Divine worship 
could only become of genuine value if they approached it with at least some 
real measure of spiritual preparation. It was important to emphasise this 
point, for at the present time they heard much, more perhaps than was 
either judicious or accurate, concerning people who were not in fall sympathy 
with the present synagogue service, and who absented themselves from 
Divine worship because the prayers were offered up in a dead language, at 
least in a language dead to them. It was asserted that their prayers were 
not uniformly in harmony with their thoughts, feelings, and aspirations, 
and that they were not such as the most scholarly of the present 
day would compose. It was a remarkable fact that complaints of 
a somewhat similar nature were made by their Christian neighbours who 
prayed in the vernacular; it was a circumstance not confined to their race 
that they were prone to find fault with everything and everybody except 
themselves, and yet the fact was they condemned the services too often 
when they should condemn themselves. Their failure to appreciate the 
service was too often due to the fact that they had come empty before the 
Lord, sceptical and in an irresponsive spirit, so that even the most ideal 
service would be to them uninspiring. It was their own deadness and 
coldness of spirit that insensibly benumbed the influence upon them o! 
public worship. If they rightly considered it, they would find that it was 
not so much the service that needed to be changed, modified, .or reformed. 
but that if their public worship was to exercise a better influence upon 
them there must be on their part faith in God. If they came striving for the 
Divine light it was in the power of God to grant their petition, but if they 
came with a cold spirit and a heart empty and barren what was there worth) 
of Divine acceptance ? 

On Sunday morning Dr. Adler examined the children attending the 
religion classes in connection with the synagogue. Forty children were 
present... The School Committee consisting ef the Wardens, Messrs. David- 
son and Cook, H. B. Levin (Hon. Secretary), H. Jones, |. Isaacs and Mrs. M. 
Kulp and the Rev. A. C. Jacobs were present to meet Dr. Adler. The Chief 
Rabbi expressed himself pleased with the children and with the attention 
they had received from their teacher, the Rev. A. Levinson. He also 
addressed the children urging them to continue to improve. Messrs. David- 
son, Cook and H. B. Lewis and the Rev. A. C. Jacobs earnestly thanked Dr. 
Adler for examining the children and for the interest he took in the 


congregation.

Dek DR. ADLER,—I have to thank you for the copy of ‘The Old 
paths '’ which you kindly sent to me. Your interesting sermon certainly 
jemanded close attention, and with much that you say | fally sympathise, 
come features of the service of the Jewish Religious Union are, as you 
arge, not wholly unobjectionable ; but the Committee have all along felt this. 
They never regarded their brief pamphlet as a complete expression of their 
jgdaism, nor did they put it forth as a final form of their service. Two 
significant words on the title-page convey this prominently enough ; bat 
-hey have been overlooked by the Union 8 critics. The pamphiet proclaims 
‘tgelf a’ Provisional Edition,”” From the first hour it has been under 
-evision, and an amended and fuller service book is nearly ready for press. 

Rat taking the pamphlet as it stands, I venture to submit some con- 
siderations which may convince you that the compilers of the pamphlet 
were not inimated by a ‘non-Jewish Spirit. It is undesirable to enter 
now iato the diflicalt question : What does or does not constitute the 
Jewish spirit. In your sermon you rightly appeal to ** historic Judaism."’ 
Now it is on that ground also that, apart from other lines of defence, 
the service of the Union may be justified, unless my studies in Jewish 
history have altogether misled me, Speaking of the liturgy of historic 
Judaism, Professor David Kaufmann well deseri! ed Ritual as **a species of 
religious dialect which varied with locality. Historic Judaism, in fact, 
apeaks with several voices, not with one voice, on ritual questions ; and 
gome of these voices are on the side of the Union. It seems to me that 
there 1s ymple precedent for most of its ** innovations”’ either in historic 
Jadaism or in your own unimpeachable example. 

The first specific point which you raise concerns the prayer beginning 
s2> 7378, ‘“ With abounding love hast Thou loved us.’’ Now surely it 
must be a very Jewish service that has included this conspicuously Jewish 
prayer, an epitome of the whole Jewish attitude towards God and His 
Commandments. What other than a Jewish service could have used the 
Ahaba Rabba What other than a Jewish service could have followed up 
the Ahula with the Shema ’? But you contend that we have omitted an aspira- 
tion: ‘0 bring us from the four corners of the earth,’’ and you regard 
this omission as indicating that the Union ‘‘ discards the belief in the in- 
gathering of Israel.’’ Bat as I was partly responsible for the Union's form 
of the Ahaia, | can reassure you on this point. The Un'on has formulated 
no “ beliefs,"’ least of all bas it assumed an attitude one way or the other 
on the Zionist question, If it bad, as a body, discarded the belief in the 
in-gathering of Israel, it would not have included I’salm 147 (p. 31) :— 


The Lord doth build up Jerusalem ; 
He gathereth together the outcast 


if israel, 


It was mainly on the grounds of ‘‘ historic Judaism" that the Union 
form of the \haba was adopted. This form represents no innovation. The 
Ahaba prayer was, as Rapaport proves, compiled in Temple times (** Bicure 
Haitim,’’ x., 119). Hence in its original form the ‘* hiatus'’ must already 
have existed. Zanz emphatically excludes the passage from the original 
praver, and terms it a ** later addition ’’ (Gottesdienstlichen Vortrige, ed. 2, 
p. 082). That the passage is late is further shown by'this, that the liturgies 
which contain it vary remarkably in the wording. That excellent scholar, 
Dr. K. Kohler, omits the passage as an ‘‘interpolation’’ in his article 
on the \haba in the ** Jewish Encyclopredia,”’ Vol. I, p. 281. Butin agreeing 
with my colleagues to adopt the original form of the \haba, I did not rely solely 
on theory. | had the pleasure to discover, among the Geniza MSS.,, at 
Cambridge, fragment after fragment in which the passage does not occur. 
Thus there is strong liturgical as well as critical evidence that the Union's 
form is the correct one. I hope soon to publish these important MSS, but 
in the meantime I confidently appeal to them as voices of historic Judaism, 
justifying the form adopted. If then it is this omission which led you to 
think that the Union * repudiates the predictions of our prophets,’’ and I 
cannot detect any other ground for the thoug!it, | trust that the foregoing 
explanation will reassure you. 

After the Ahaba, you comment on the Union's treatment of the Sabbath 
Psalm. I[t is obviously the fact that, as you say, we only selected certain 
verses. Vo did not ‘‘expunge’’ anything, for we have clearly indicated in 
the heading and in the margin that certain verses were not included in the 
selection. Here, too, we think that we have support for our action in the 
facts of historic Judaism. The Rabbis permit skipping (Megillah iv., 4), and 
the Synagogue ritual has amply availed itself of the permission. There is, 
for instance, the section 2M), which is read on fast days, with considerable 
skips ; there is skipping in various Haftaroth. | could quote some very 
striking examples. One curious fact I will cite as it affects the Sabbath 
Psalm itself. In the famous Ritual, composed in England before 1290, a 
work to which you have drawn prominent attention to the advantage of 
scholars, the custom is actually mentioned of ‘* maiming ”’ the Sabbath 
Psalm by the elimination of the word N2¥ from the superscription, so as to 
use the Psalm on a Festival which falls on a week-day. (Professor Kaufmann, 
According to the Ritual of England before 1290,"’ Jewish

the late Queen's Diamond Jubilee in 1897, the prayers open with Psalm xxi, 
But you do not quote the whole Psalm. You very rightly ‘‘maim’’ it, by 
stopping at verse 7. When one opens the Bible, and reads the whole Psalm, 
one sees Convincing justification for your own action, and in your action full 
precedent for the action of the Union. 

But it is with regard to the hymns that your indictment is most 
trenchant. So serious are your arguments that I must ask your indulgence 
if I deal with them at considerable length. Here, again, all considerations 
shall be avoided except those of precedent and historic fact. 

(a4) First you urge that ‘‘our glorious Psalms"’ are not ‘fully and 
freely used.’’ 1 cannot help thinking that you have overlooked the fact that 
in a pamphlet containing only © pages we have actually printed 17 Psalms, 
some of them also in Hebrew; and besides this, page 17 of the pamphlet 
consists entirely of citations, with references, from the Psalter. Moreover, 
several of the ‘‘hymns’’ are merely paraphrases of Psalms. 

(>) You next proceed to describe our ** hymns,’’ but I may be allowed 
to complete your enumeration by pointing out that besides the ‘‘ hymns ’”’ 
you mention we have included O7:v "8 (in Hebrew) every week; portions 
of MN) OVI (in Mrs. Lucas’s beautiful rendering); and a very fine 
English adaptation of ¥ 0%, which was sung at our “ non-Jewish "’ 
service with much enthusiasm on Chanueah. 

(c) Of the ** hymns,’’ of which there are 15 in our “‘ Provisional Edition,’ 
three are thus taken from the ordinary Jewish Prayer Book. Nearly 
all the others are simply paraphrases of Psalms or parts of Psalms and 
other Old Testament passages. Thus: Psalm cxix., 1-8, Psalm exxi., Psalm 
xc., Psalm xxxiv., Psalm Ixv., Psalm civ., Genesis i., 14-19. Wherever 
our English paraphrases and adaptations are derived from ‘* Hymns Ancient 
and Modern "’ they are in every case in that Hymnary introduced pro- 
fessedly as hymns on Jewish texts. And it is of these hymns that the 
impression has been conveyed that they are somehow Christian in character. 
When it was possible we used paraphrases by Jews, but we cannot help, though 
we much deplore, the dearth of good metrical paraphrases of psalms by 
Koglish Jews. Lam sure that you will share the Union's hope that our 
service may in time stimulate our cultured Jews and Jewesses to use their 
poetical talents for the benefit of Jewish worship. 

(/) There is one of our hymns which you criticise in these terms: 

‘* One of these has been composed from so essentially a Trinitarian stand- 
point that two lines had to be modified."’ In the first place I again appeal 
to precedent. All the new Hebrew hymns introduced by Jewish poets of 
the Middle Ages were imitated in form from non-Jewish poems. The tunes 
to which synagogue hymns were sung were often derived from non-Jewish 
sources. More than this, there was a borrowing of subject matter. In the 
Passover Hagadah there occurs a celebrated passage, INN, ** Who 
knows one,’’.&c. There are various guesses as to its origin, but it is prac- 
tically certain that the right theory is that of that splendid representative 
of Jewish scholarship, Oberralbiner Dr. J. Perles, of Munich, who held that 
was a direct adaptation of a German Christian song, in which 
such thoughts as these occur: ‘* What are Four? Four are the Evangelists. 
What are Five? Five are the wounds of Christ,’’ and soforth. Dr. Perles 
(and, despite Sanders, I cannot but agree with him) speaks of this derivation 
of the Jewish from the Christian song as illustrating an established fact (‘* der 
bekannten Thatsache *’), and he shows how the Jewish version, while modify- 
ing the Christian matter, retained *‘ all matter not specifically Christian ’’ 
(‘* Graetz Jubelschrift,’’ page 37). Thus far a voice of historic Judaism in 
so far as the free circulation of forms, music, and even substance of religious 
songs. 
Bat in the case under discussion, the Union has, in fact, done 
nothing of this nature. So far from adapting a Trinitarian hymn, it has 
simply removed a Trinitarian interpolation from a very ancient, very 
famous Jewish lyric, as | will now proceed to prove. 

The hymn in question (No. 7 of our collection) consists of three verses. 
In the third verse occurred a Christian doxology, which we modified. Now, 
if this doxology turns the hymn into a Trinitarian composition, then all the 
Jewish Psalms become Trinitarian when recited in Church, for, as you are 
aware, a similar doxology is invariably tacked on to every Psalm used in the 
Church service. The doxology which we modified can, therefore, no more 
convert the hymn under discussion into a Trinitarian hymn than a similar 
doxology can convert the Jewish |’salms into Trinitarian Psalms, 

And when we look for the source of this particular hymn, it becomes 
impossible to stigmatise it as ‘‘ composed from essentially a Trinitarian 
standpoint.’’ The first two verses, that is to say the main hymn, are a plain 
paraphrase of some well-known verses in the Jewish Ben Sira (Eeclesias- 
ticus). These verses may be found in chapter 50, 22 seq. This fact is 


universally recognised by the authorities. The hymn, beginning ae 8 


Now thank we all our God, 
With heart, and hand, and voices, 


is translated from the German of Martin Rinckart, who composed it in the 
first half of the 17th century. In German it opens 


Nun danket Alle Gott, 
Mit Herzen, Mund, und Hiinden, 


In the latest edition of Ben Sira, Professor Ryssel on the passage 
50, 22 seq., remarks : ‘‘ In accordance with this text, M. Rinckart, in 1643-4, 
wrote his Song of Peace, Nun danket Alle Gott, &se.’’ (Kautzsch, Apoc. i., 470). 
Or again, permit me to refer to Fritzsche’s famous Commentary on the same 
text. He, also, tells us: ‘* These verses of Ben Sira served as the basis of 
Rinckart’s beautiful song : Nun danket Alle Gott, &c.’’ (p. 304). Or I will 
cite an English authority, Dr. Edersheim (Apocrypha, ed. Wace, ad loc.). 
‘Ag noticed in the General Introduction, it [this passage of Ben Sira) has 
been reproduced in the well-known German hymn of Rinckart."" Or! will 
take the greatest authority on Hymnology, Julian (Dict. of Hymn., p. 962). 
He says: ‘‘It [the Hymn under discussion] is founded on Ecclas,. 50, 22 seq., 
and stanzas I. and Il. are indeed little more than a paraphrase of these 
verses.’ And further, at the peace of Westphalia, at the close of the 
Thirty Years’ War, when this hymn was sung by the army, the chaplains 
were ordered to preach—on the Trinity? No, on Ben Sira 50, 22 seq ! Of 
this very passage in Ben Sira, the source of our condemned hymn, Franz 
Delitzsch wrote : ‘* More important is the Song given in Ecclus. 50, 24, after 
the High Priest’s blessing. This Song is important as one of the fragments 
of Old Testament Liturgy’’ (** Zur Geschichte der Jiidisch. Poesie,’’ p. 22). 

Thus, so far from adopting a hymn composed from ‘‘essentially a 
Trinitarian standpoint,’’ the Jewish Religious Union has, by expunging 
a conventional doxology, recovered for Jewish worship a poem which 
Delitzsch holds was sung in the Temple itself, and which, at all events, 
constitutes a precious gem of ancient Jewish song—so moving, so simple, 

-famed. 
o T hallows that in recalling to your recollection the foregoing facts, 
my letter will be welcomed by you as 4 gratifying assurance that the 
compilers of the Union service were relying as far as possible on Jewish 
precedent and Jewish sources in what they did. I will, in con- 
clusion, recall your attention to some points in the service which, 
though you do not mention them all, are of great importance. The 
Union has included the Shema, the Ahaba, and also Adon Olam. Could any 
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but a thoroughly Jewish service include these passages? Do theyJnot of 
themselves constitute a Jewish worship? Of these three passages, the 
first and third are week by week said in Hebrew. Incidentally I should like 
to say that some critics of the Union have underrated the amount of Hebrew 
used at the service. But I need not remind you that historic Judaism, as 
represented by the Mishnah and Talmud (Sota, folio 324), permits the free 
use of the vernacular in public worship. So does Maimonides (Comm, on 
Mishnah ad loc): and so also does the Shulchan Arach (Orach Chayim, $ 101). 
At the Union services, except that we must not endeavour to defeat our end 
by excess of zeal in this matter, we fervently hope to inspire our members 
more and more with a love of the original Hebrew. 

To return to my argument in vindication of the Jewish character of the 
Union service. Besides the Jewish prayers referred to, the prayers and 
selections contain the following ideas: Again and again the Choice of Israel 
is insisted on: God is invoked as the *‘God of our Fathers,’’ thus asserting 
Jewish Tradition; Israel is ‘‘God’s people’’; the Departure from Egypt is 
several times alladed to; the service speaks of the ‘** House of Israel,’’ 
scattered over the face of the globe, thus acclaiming the religious com- 
munity of all Jews; it lays stress on the “ joy of living’’—a peculiarly 
Jewish attitude towards life; it repeatedly cites Messianic passages, and 
many prophecies as to Israel’s Mission; it uses the strikingly Jewish 
formula ‘‘as it is written in the Law,’’ and appeals for obedience 
to the commandments of God; it quotes verse on verse insisting on 
the Covenant between God and Israel, ‘‘God’s peculiar treasure ”’ ; 
quotes pointedly a passage in which the Jewish doctrine 
ment ‘‘Turn yourselves and live’’ is enforced; God's omnipresence, 
the value of righteousness, the imperative appeal of the moral law-—all 
these Jewish doctrines are illustrated by carefully-chosen texts. If one 
were in search of the fullest, the most inspiring presentation of Judaism, 
could one do better than turn to the noble series of Scriptural passaces 
contained in the Union's pamphlet ? Further, the Temple is eulogised in 
the most intensely affectionate words ever penned by inspired Psalmist ; 
Psalm exlv. (a peculiarly Jewish choice) is included ; and week by week 
the service concludes with the Benediction of the Jewish Priests. 

Such a service, accompanied as it is by readings from the Bible and 
other Jewish works, and by sermons which have been pronounced by those 


who have héard them as among the most positively Jewish addresses ever 
| delivered in England, may, I submit, fairly claim the name Jewish. 
: I have been impelled to write to you an Open Letter at this great 


length simply beeause, though I do not address you as the spokesman of the 
Committee, I wished to explain some of the purely Jewish aims of the Union. 
I have limited myself, for the present, to your remarks on the Union's form 
. of prayer. It is inappropriate now to weary you with a discussion of 
other points, or with further particulars as to the Union’s aspirations, These 
hopes and aims are all Jewish, and I sincerely believe that the Union 
service book does not belie our aims in this most fundamental respect. If 
the book is, indeed, ‘‘ non-Jewish "’ in its provisional or in its revised form, 
then its compilers have done conspicuous injastice to their intentions. 

And from another point of view it was necessary for someone to jastify 
the Jewish character of the service. This is also my motive for sending this 
letter to the Jewish press. For the Union seeks to warm the Judaism of 
those who are cold. If then these men and women of Israel are told that we 
are giving them something non-Jewish they may well argue: ‘If this is non- 
Jewish let us cease bothering about Judaism altogether. We were led to 
think that Judaism could reclaim us and satisfy.us. We were misled. This 
is not Jewish? We had better go from Judaism entirely."’ We must not let 
this happen. But in the firm conviction that our service is fully Jewish, and 
that it is adapted to its particular end, we trust to promote the cause of 
Judaism, and to win back to enthusiastic allegiance those who at present 
are half-hearted or worse.

Impending Demolition of the Ghetto at Modena. 


After an important and animated debate, the Municipal Council of 
Modena has unanimously decided on the demolition of the Ghetto in that 
town. The Ghetto consists chiefly of two streets, Blasia and Coltellini, 
which are very old, and have been in existence from the time of th 
Roman settlement. In a map of Modena by Bocecabadati, dated 
1684, the Jewish’ quarter is there described as ‘** Recinto degli Ebrei | 
(Enclosure of the Jews). The origin of the Ghetto, which dates from 16:5, 
is due to Duke Francesco, but already at the beginning of the fourteent): 
century Modena contained a large number of Jews, who were high!) 
respected and were recognised as being necessary to the place, owing t« 
their great business capacities and to the remarkable ingenuity which they 
displayed in the promotion of industry and the arts. 


Sir Philip Magnus on Euclid.—lIt is known that this distinguished 
educationist holds very revolutionary views on Euclid, and at the recent 
Conference of Headmasters they were commented on by Mr. Colson, the 
Master of Plymouth School. Mr, Colson said that Sir Philip Magnus 
observed : **‘ When we are asked ‘What book shall we substitute for 
Euclid ?’ the answer is ‘None.’ Geometry should be taught like any other 
branch of science, without the necessary reference to any particular text- 
book.’’ That was the course to which tle examining bodies seemed to lx 
trending.

KBlackwood’s Magazine and the Alien 
Immigrants. 


Blackwood’s Magazine, a monthly combination of fact and fiction, has 
joined in *the hue and cry after the alien immigrant. An article upen 
‘* Foreign Undesirables,’’ appeared in its columns in the early part of 1901 ; 
and this is now followed ap by a further article entitled, ‘‘ The Alien 
Immigrant,’ which is published in the current number. 

This latter contribation is practically a summary of the evidence given 
before the Royal Commission, and the writer draws from that evidence 
conclusions against the admission of the immigrants. It will oceur 
to most people that Blackwood’s Magazine would have acted more fairl) 
if it had waited for the evidence of gentlemen like Mr. Evans (the 
Factory Inspector), and Mr. Brown (the Chairman of the Whitechapel Board 
of Guardians), instead of jeopardising its reputation for sober monthly 
journalism by a precipitate verdict based on the ex parle statements of one 
side only. One does not expect such proceedings from the publishing house 
of Blackwood. 

The article—an editorial apparently—admits.that *‘ the evidence before 
will remove some prejudices and 
dissipate some apprehensions concerning these irrepressible immigrants.”’

We have not yet heard that Madame Humbert or Jabez Balfour 
are members of the Hebrew race; and the phrasing of the sentence illus- 
trates the facility with which abuse of the aliens passes imperceptibly 
into abuse of the Jews—a dangerous process to which we have often had 
occasion to point. 

The article proceeds :— 

Crude crime, on the other hand, stands mainly to the discredit of the British-born. 
The police maintain that the condition of Whitechapel in that respect has by no means 
improved during the last twenty years. Bat the latest figures quoted by Mr. Mulvaney, 
Chief Superintendent of the Whitechapel Division, attribute the blame, beyond dispute, 
to the indigenous Hooligan. Thus, in [5%2, there have been 62 charges of crimes of 
violence, 5) against British subjects and 7 against foreigners: there have been »| 
charges of burglary and housebreaking, 90 against british subjects and 4 agains 
foreigners ; there have heen 362 « harges: of disorderly conduct and drunkenness, +5! 
against British subjects and 31 against foreigners. So far as ostensible law-abidingness 
goes, the Russian, Polish and Roumantan refugees have effected an advance on those 
they have displaced. Our national pre-eminence in rowdiness and bashing stands out 
the more deplorably when the not uncommon spectacle ot German or Scandinavian

In dealing with the economic aspect of the question and the complaints 
of the local shopkeepers, the writer admits that * much of this testimony 
comes from those who have been beaten by economic or personal accident. 
Did not Carlyle lament in the * Latter-Day Pamphlets ’’ the piteous case of 
Mr. Jopling, of Reading, an imaginary upholsterer and paperhanger who, 
having stocked his shop, found that the railways had taken away his 
customers? One of the many economic accidents ’’ to which the magazine 
might have referred is the growing tendency of shops with big capital to 
displace or absorb those with less capital. The magazine repeats the foolish 
complaints of ** British-born Hebrew artisans ’’ that they are being ruined 
by ‘greener’ labour.’’ ** The effect of low wages,’’ it says, ‘has been 
disastrous to prices in the boot and shoes and the tailoring trades,

The writer of the article repeats the mis-statement about the British 
Brothers’ League, a recently formed (sic) working-class organisation, being 
already 4,500 strong ; while he re-iterates the statement made before the 
Commission that the feeling against the alien ‘‘ prevails to a remarkable 
extent among Hebrews who have been English for a generation or two.’’ 
The pauper alien, he ackaowledges, cannot be called a pauper in the sense 
that he comes on the rates. The admirably managed Jewish charities provide, 
on the whole, for the wants of the necessitous. ‘' How far,’’ he continues, 
** those institutions act as a magnet to the Russian Pale, and the Ghettos of 
Poland must be an open question. ... at least they encourage self-help, 
and not unfrequently re-patriate the worthless.’’ Referring to the effect of 
over-crowding on the physical condition of the aliens, the article declares 

Such kennels would Annihilate English people, but Russian and Polish Jews 
contrive to exist and even to increase in them. Mr. Shirléy Murphy shows that 
the death-rate for Stepoey has declined, in spite of overcrowding, from 25 per 
thousand between 1556 and. 1890 to 25°82 per thousand between 1596 to 1900. Stepney, 
as a whole, returned an increased birth-rate at the last Census, the largest rise being in 
Whitechapel and St. George's-in-the-East ; but in London generally it fell. Even a 
crammed street like Bell Lane had mu>h leis than the usual amount of infant mortality. 
The wiriness of the race renders it exempt from consumption, the usual companion of 
overcrowding ; it safeguards itself with hereditary science against disease ; through its 
abstemiousness it begets healthy children, and the mothers look after them at home 
instead of packing off to factories. 


But the alien's ‘* wiriness,’’ and his ‘‘ healthy children ’’ do not prevent 
the writer from subsequently referring to him as * debilitated by social and 
legislative persecution.’’ It is impossible to deal here with further state- 
ments of the magazine as to the aliens’ ‘‘ positive defects in citizenship,’’ 
their ‘‘ uselessness for military service or agriculture’’ (as to which the 
writer should refer to last week's Jewish Chronicle), their ‘* refusal to blend 
with their native neighbours and their supine deficiency in the society 
spirit.’ Such objections are precisely those which are capable of the 
easiest answer, and will, in due course, be answered when the 
evidence for which Blackwood’s had not the patience to wait 
is produced to the Commission: The article approves of 
the suggestion of the Rector of Stepney, that every immigrant 
should possess £10-—a condition that could easily be evaded—as well 
as the *‘knowledge ‘of a marketable trade’’—a stipulation which would

. most useful citizens. ‘** A colonising Empire like our own,’’ it concludes,

Mr. H. H. Gorvon, B.A., lectured on the above subject on Tuesday last 
the Board Room of the Hampstead Synagogue, before the members of the 
Hampstead and St. John’s Wood Literary Society.

Assuming that Anglicisation was the clear 
and sufficient object which it was desired to achieve in East London 
social work, what was the case ; and how was the cure being administered? he 
vast majority of the Jews living in East London were of foreign birth, and brought to 
this country as the greater portion of their capital an abundant faith in Divine 
Providence and the efficacy of Jewish brotherhood, It was true that in the land of their 
birth they all followed some trade or handicraft, but obvious reasons prevented them 
from trading on their arrival, and handicrafts and industries in different countries were 
carried on in different manners. Moreover, there was always the language difficulty. 
(beir countrymen or the Shelter officials met them on arrival, looked after them, an: 
finally apprenticed them to some branch of the tailoring, boot and shoe or cabinet 
making trades, The wages they earned, as soon as they had been placed i) a 
self-supporting or semi self-supporting condition, were necessarily small, the hours 
of labour in an inverse ratio. They worked in shops often shockingly insanitary, 
sometimes merely phthisis-breeding dens. [For a large portion of the year there 
was the slack season, and then the Board of Guardians tided them over the winter. 
They were sober, almost too industrious, in the main inoffensive. They lived isolated, 
to a large extent, in a self-imposed Cihetto, and reproduced as far as circumstances 
would allow the institutions and manner of life of the land they camefrom. Every 
thing seemed so un-English, mainly because everything seemed so untidy. A strange 
conflict of evidence in this regard was noticeable in the proceedings before the Alien 
Immigration Commission. A number of obsetvers (by no means altogether prejudice: 
had commented on the dirtiness of the Jews, Otbers, again, had given them a hig! 
testimonial for the virtue which was next to godliness. He did not think that either 
set of witnesses could be altogether justified in their assertions. The homes of the 
Jewish immigrants were certainly cleaner than those of the indigenous inbabitan's 
of their station of life, say, for instance, the lower class of dock labourers, but he 
doubted if the same could be said as regarded personal appearance. He agreed that 
this was not of supreme moment, but the main fault to be found with the alien 
Jews was not the prevalence of great crimes but the great thoughtlessness 
which characterised them. The dieesd aggressiveness of the alien Je 
was another exemple of this characteristic. Mr. Gordon then quoted aggrava': 
instances of overcrowding, passing some severe remarks on the methods of some [ast 
ind landlords. Continuing, he said that the attractions Whitechapel offered wer: 
many and various. There were synagogues in every street, the Board of Guardians 
a quarter of an hour’s walk from anywhere, and the Free School. The remissness «[{ 
the local authority had allowed a state of overcrowding to spring up which, bad as i' 
was, was still better than they had been accustomed to in Kussia. They were not put to 
the trouble of acquiring the language, there were Yiddish newspapers, Yiddish theatres 
and music halls, nothing but Yiddish everywhere. If however they desired this country 
still to offer a haven of refuge to their poor oppressed brethren from abroad all this mus’ 
be changed, they must decentralise. East London could not be allowed to become more 
and more Kusso-Poland. Jews who lived in kogland ought to be Englishmen, speaking 
Iinglish, thinking English, acting English. There were no valid reasons why more than 
half the immigrants living in East London should not live either in the suburbs or in t!« 
country. Was it uot anomalous that 100,000 Jews should live in the vicinity of White- 
chapel, and 1,500 in ..e whole of Ireland’ All who had lived or laboured any length «f 
time in Kast London agreed that the scheme of decentralisation was feasible. ‘I 
Board of Guardians could do, and perhaps did do, much to encourage decentralisati:. 
But he would like it to adopt an even stronger attitude on the question. ie 
would refuse all relief in cases where it coulda be proved that residence in | ast 
London was not a necessity for the applicant. A start might be mule 
with those cases who were practically pensioners of the Board. It ss 
absolutely true that unless an alien immigrant required the aid of the Board 
of Guardians it was exceedingly unlikely that he would come under the influence 
of any Anglicising or other moral agencies. One of the pressing needs of the Kast fad 
was the establishment of a Jewish Rowtoa Lodging House for single men. The English 
Jews prided themselves on their philanthropic capacities. They could surely make te 
Jewish Rowton House as successful as non-Jewish philanthropists had been able to <». 
Living in such a house the immigrants would be taught at once the lessons of sanitary 
living, and appreciate the necessity for personal cleanliness. Their ability to buy food 
at a ridiculously cheap rate, at cost price, wi/him the House, would remove them fri

By a curious coincidence it happens 
that next Tuesday's meeting of the 
| Council of the United Synagogue, at 
which questions of constitutional significance are to be discussed, will fall on 
the anniversary. of the date of the ec mstitution. Exaetly $l years ago, onthe 
Lith January, 1871, the Deed of Foundation and Trust was signed by Sir 
Anthony Rothschild and his colleagues. In that Deed are embodied 
various important matters it deemed advisable’ to 
from the scheme presented to Parliament by the 
missioners, which passed as an Act of Parliament in the 
previous July. These particulars were specially objected to by 
the late Sir David Salomons, who threatened to oppose the Bill in 
Parliament if they were insisted upon. A glanee at the Deed of Founda- 
tion and Trust shows that these matters relate largely to the powers of the 
Chief Rabbi. Of noteworthy importance is Clause 3, which enacts: ‘* The 
form of worship in each of the Constituent Synagogues, and all religious 
observances in the Constituent Synagogues, and all matters connected with 
the religious administration of the United Synagogue, and of its subsidiary 
charities, shall, subject to the provisions in the Scheme requiring such form 
of worship to be in accordance with the Polish or German ritual, be under the 
supervision and control of the Chief Rabbi.’’ Much of the debate that will be 
raised by the resolutions of which Mr. Greenberg has given notice is likely to 
turn on the significance of this clause. For, although the Chief Rabbi is 
thereby only given control of the form of worship within the synagogues, at 
the same time he is recognised as the religious head of the United Synagogue 
and the supreme authority on questions of religious administration. Others 
may attach more importance to clause 5 of the Act of Parliament which 
represents the United Synagogue as a body of ‘** persons of the Jewish 
religion who conform to the Polish or German ritual.” Mr. Greenberg's 
propositions raise important questions, and it is well that an opportunity 
should be secured for their discussion, a discussion which should be inspired:

being to the man now under arrest for murder in Southwark. Now we 
have no desire to imitate the very grave fault of a part of the 
secular press, and pre-judge the guilt of a man on trial for his life. But as 


others may not adopt this judicial attitude, it may be as well to point out 
that the poster is entirely wrong in its facts, and that Chapman is no Jew, 
but a Polish Roman Catholic. We have been at pains to enquire into the 
matter, and as the result of an investigation we are in a position to say 
that the facts are unquestionably as we have stated. On what evidence the 
gentleman responsible for the poster in question could have arrived at his 
mistaken conclusion as to Chapman's identity, we are at a loss to under- 
stand. So far as we can see the prosecuting Counsel did not describe him 
as a Jew. All that Mr. Bodkin said was, that according to accused's 
own (and so far unsupported) assertion he had gone through a form 


of Jewish marriage in the Kast End with. one of his late wives. 
But this, even if true, would prove nothing as to Chapman’s race, as those 
who have followed the case will easily understand. The prisoner, like other 
Poles of the Christian religion, lived in Whitechapel, where many Jews live, 
and, if we are correctly informed, he was not altogether unacquainted with the 
Yiddish Jargon. The facts are noteworthy in this connection but cannot 
be further laboured here, in view of the matter being sub judice. 
All that we are concerned about at present is to _ point 
out on what a slender basis the offensive poster was 
founded. We can hardly think that the sub-editor who penned it 
fully grasped its seriousness in relation to a race which may be held to 
have had its fill of false and sensational charges. We can well under- 


stand how, receiving the news in the acute flurry of ordinary evening 


journalism, and anxious fora placard that would strike the reader and put 


competitors in the shade, he light-heartedly indited the untrue 
description. But the poster was none the less injurious and painful 
to many Jewish citizens, and in the interests of these people, as 


well as in the interests of English journalism itself, we devoutly hope that, 
even when in a hurry, the press may abstain from rash and injurious 
inferences—at all events where the Jewish population is concerned.

Generally speaking, the position of these 900,000 Jews of Galicia—nearly 
one-tenth of the whole Jewish race—exhibits all that is wretched anid 
shiftless among the poorest peoples of the Continent, plus something 
pitiful and intolerable which is their special heritage as Jews anid 
which is cruelly inflicted on them by the Jew-baiting Gentile. If Dr. Fiichs’s 
articles are an accurate description of the state of affairs to-day among 
Galician Jews, then the miserable Irish peasant and the starving Indian 
ryot may congratulate themselves on their comparative affluence. Famished 
bodies and darkened minds sum up the qualities of the Galician Jew. One e:n- 
not forbear a pang of bitter anguish at the pass to which these people have 
arrived after all these centuries of heroic struggle. Spiritual bankruptvy, 
mental destitution, national outlawry, fatalistic content at being kicked fore 
and aft of the ship of state by every brutish mob or rascally agitator-—tht is 
all these Jews have to show in a land regarded as comparatively a Jewish 
Paradise. And asin Galicia, soalso toa large extent in Roumania, and as i 
Roumania, so in Russia—surely the most tragic anti-climax to great dreams 
that history in its most ironical vein can show! The nineteenth century 
has gone to its rest, and the twentieth century has begun, and still there 
is the same dead-set at the ‘ stooping, deformed, ragged’’ Galician Jew, 
and his brethren, and still the nations cry out against them as unscrupulous 
Hebrew capitalists. Alas! Poor nations! It is not their villainy; they 
lack the sense of humour! 


According to Dr. Fiichs, 
seventy per cent. of the Jews 
of Galicia have no assured 
livelihood, and are compelled to resort to beggary. We can well believe it. 
The country is poor, and the Jew, laid like the rest on this anvil of national 
poverty, mnst submit in addition to be battered by the hammer of prie-'ly 
and popular oppression.

No wonder that from out this we ter 
of poverty and hate there emerges the Jewish Luftmensch, the / or 
shiftless creature, destitute of spirit, bereft of self-respect, sunk in 
ignorance and barren religious formalism, living from hand to’ mouth 
and never knowing from day to day whence the morrow’s bread is to 
come. The physical and purely worldly misery one could almost 
tolerate, but the spiritual death in life which Dr. Fiichs depicts is 
a wholly unbearable tragedy. ‘‘ There is no more study of the Torah, and 
of the Hebrew language and literature, no more education of any sort, not (0 
speak of specifically Jewish education, no thirst as once for general culture, 
for the cultivation of the Jewish intellect, of the Jewish consciousness " 
all is moral and material d¢bacle. Such is the glorious handiwork of modern 
Europe. The Hebrew Luftmensch is the legacy of the Christian nations to 
the new century. Yet there is hope for even this sorry survival, ‘That 
hope begins and ends with the lesson of self-respect. The handful of 
charitable Jewish capitalists may rain their assistance on the Galician Js 
in a great golden shower. But they will achieve nothing. What is wanicd 
is a revival of Jewish self-respect. ‘* Self-help” is the motto of !)r. 
Fiichs. Herein alone lies the promise of better days. It is the Galician 
Jew’s only defence against the corroding and destructive iniluences from 
without—his only chance of cheating his enemies of their. desires.

For 
the pictures, ‘A Game of Draughts, : and three studies ‘* The 
Cold,” “The Head of an Italian Girl, and **The Woman. with 
the Stocking,"’ Asknazy was raised to the dignity of Academician. 
In 1887 he painted his picture ** Sorrowful Tidings,’ later, ** The Eve of the 
Sabbath’ ‘in 1888). As arale he derived his subjects from Jewish life, 
which he knew to perfection. Apart from his Jewish pictures he also 
painted, ‘' Tae bridegroom—Talmadist examined by the Rabbi in the presence 
of his and the Bride’s parents ’’ (1890), and ‘‘ The l’arents of Moses."’ For 
his picture ‘* The Eve of the Sabbath,’’ Asknazy received the bronze 
madal at the Universal Exhibition of 1889.

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THE JEWS OF GALICIA.

Every tragedy has its end. The tragedy of Jewry is so dreadful that 
till now the end has not been visible. Never to die, never to live, that is 
the curse hanging over the head of the Jew. Every effort that has been 
made to ward off this curse has been unsuccessful. It is now time, where- 
ever Jews are sunk in deep slumber, wherever they lead the life of the 
genus cabbage, wherever they are alflicted materially or physically, to 
attempt to revivify them with true, fresh, healthy life, to infuse them with 
courage, to induce them to common national effort. This idea of a revival 
is not the product of to-day; it is as old and as comprehensive as our 
(jolus itself, and only through moral and economic necessity has it become 
the child of these latter days. 

This historical Jewish ideal should be as much part of the inner self of 
every Jew as the consciousness of his own existence, and as a matter of 
fact it has ever occupied a quiet corner in the hearts of nine-tenths of 
our people whence, owing to the fear of being laughed at (?) it has never 
emerged, 

The Zionism of these latter days has cast on one side this unfounded 
fear, and daily furnishes the means for the realisation of the 
revivalist ideal, It is not my task in this article to discuss the significance 
nor the necessity nor the achievements of Zionism. This much must, how- 
ever, be emphatically stated, that those who refuse to recognise Zionism 
have not studied nor grasped what it has already effected in some lands, where 
the successes of the movement are as little to be mistaken as the sunshine. 
In Galicia, Zionism has entered on the scene at the right moment, and the 
movement is regarded as the fight for liberty. Its first task has been to 
reconcile the three hostile camps, to round off ugly corners and to. urge on 
all to united effort. The Zionist party in Galicia comprises, therefore, 
Reformers, Chassidim and Moderate Conservatives, a union which till now 
would not have been thought possible in this decadent country. Zionism 
then made the attempt to improve the internal situation of the Jews. It is 
only natural that the Zionist party in Galicia could at first only take care 
of itseli. In view of the boundless poverty of the Galician Jews very little 
could be done in the way of agitation for the Shekel, Colonial Bank and 
National Funds. Moreover, the present rotten state of aflairs existing in 
Galician Jewry renders almost any work impossible. Internal organisation 
has been therefore the only work of the Galician Zionists, and in this field 
wonderful success has been achieved. 

In Galicia there prevails, as | have already mentioned, a 
economic and social crisis. 
pletely closed to the Jews: 


terrible 
Tolerably remunerative businesses are com- 
speculative businesses are partly closed to 


them ; only criminal undertakings are quite open to them as to everybody | 


else. This state of allairs has produced on the one hand a tremendous 
poverty, and on the other a regardless greed for gold. The one class, the 
poor, do nothing at all; the other class, the avaricious, do nothing for 
Judaism. The Zionist party aims at seeking out the seurce of this dis- 
tressful condition in order to combat it and alleviate it. Before all, must 
be mentioned its establishment of loan-banks for small merchants and 
artisans, labour-bureaus, committees for the purpose of combating anti- 
Semitism, for the administration of all the Jewish charitable institutions, 
for the creation of home-industries, and for facilitating land purchase, 
bodies which will undoubtedly contribute to the alleviation of the existing 
distress. The party takes active part in all political and communal 
elections, and vigorously works against the customary bribery and corrup- 
tion. It is also active in an educational direction. It has begun to found 
Hebrew Schools, Literary and Language Circles, Zionist Synagogues, 
Gymnastic Societies, etc. All these undertakings are, however, in 
embryo, but the organisation is already the only one in Galicia from which 
we may hope for any appreciable and radical redress of the Jewish critical 
condition; it is the only active representative body of Galician Jewry, 
although its opponents outnumber its adherents. 

We see therefore that Zionism signifies salvation for thousands to-day, 


as it will for millions in time to come. It signifies the economic and moral 
redemption of all Israel.

TRIPOLI.

We must plant Jewish schools 
and colleges in every considerable Jewish centre, But what is the use of our 
schools and colleges if Jews steer clear of them ~ Then we must meet 
them half way. One of the most gratifying legacies Which the dead 
year has bequeathed to us, are the numerous literary societies which are spring- 
ing up all over the United Kingdom. Who knows if the new Jewish Renaissance may 
not lead to a new religious reformation. It was related that when Antiochus Epiphanes 
wished to desecrate the Temple at Jerusalem, the very Orst thing he did was to remove 
from its shrine the golden candlestick. Antiochus was & Geri, He knew that if the light 
of the Torah—which is typified by the candlestick — were quenched, the light of Judaism 
could not endure much longer. It must never be forgotten that differently from 
Christianity, Jewish spiritual life must be fed from the batteries of the intellect. The 
way to the Israelite’s heart is through the brain. Torah--religion in Hebrew -connotes 
study as well as spirituality. Judaism is an angel, but a blind one, and she must ask the 
scholar to show her the pathway that leads to her goal. Phe Jew obtains the hey of 
heaven only by binding his soul to knowledge. These literary societies, which are 
hecoming so popular, should be fostered by the ecclesiastical authorities without 
reserve, for who knows if they may not become the way-station for our drifting elements 
on the road back to the Synagogue? Assimilation is not an unequivocal evil if Jews are 
careful to reverse the old Midrashic reproach, and copy the sterling examples they see 
around them: but we claim to take Movut Sinai for our inspiration, not Mount

The Jewish Religious Union. 


Under this heading the Christian World of the Ist inst. publishes an 
account of the Jewish Religious Union which is at once a criticism and a 
defences of the movement, combining an acute analysis of the motives 
that led to its establishment with an impartial jadgment of the effects it 
is likely to exert on the development of modern Jadaism. The writer 
Says : 


These services are primarily intended to appeal to weak-kneed Jews who want a 


worship as much as possible like that which may be obtained at’ an Anglican church 
or a Nonconformist chapel. ‘It is on these lines that the new liturgy bas been framed. 
But t’ the gentlemen conform to the old Oriental custom of wearing their hats, 


a worshipper at these services would scarcely realise that he was assisting at a Jewish 
function. The teaching of the sermon is, of course, Jewish, and some of the prayers are 
specifically Jewish, being taken from the traditional Pr iver-book. : But the trail of the 
Church is over it all. With its modern Theistic prayers, its English anthems, its 
instrumental music and ladies’ choirs, its non-Jewish hymns sung to Anglican tunes, the 
rising to sing and sitting to pray—the réverse of what obtains in the synagogue— 
the way in which the hymns are given out, and the passages are recited by leader and 
congregation, one feels oneself transplanted to St. Paul's Cathedral or Exeter Hall.

Jewish Religous Education Board. 


A meeting of the Religious Education Board was held at the Central 
Synagogue Chambers on Wednesday evening, with the Chairman, Mr. Henry 
Lucas, in the Chair. There were present: the Chief Rabbi, the Rev. Michael 
Adler, Messrs. B. A. Fersht, Maurice Harris, A. Kenner, Ben Lazarus, Abra- 
ham Levy, J. M. Liseack, C. Lousada and Selim Solomon. 

A letter was read from Mr. Ellis A. Franklin, acknowledging a vote of 
sympathy passed at the last meeting of the Board with him on the death of 
his wife. 

The Chief Rabbi's Code. 


The Cuter Raps said that it would probably be within the resolution of 
the Board that on the 50th April last, a resolution was adopted with respect 
to the proposed revision of the syllabus of instruction in Hebrew and 


religion. The Chief Rabbi was asked to arrange for a Committee 
to draw up a revised syllabus of instruction. In accordance 
with that resolution he wished to submit the names of the 


proposed Committee. He assured the members of the Board that the reason 
for the delay in the matter was that he was very much oceupied. The 
intervention of the holidays had also prevented an earlier decision. On his 
proposed Committee he had secured representatives from headmasters, 
superintendents, members of the Board and experts, and of the fifteen 
ladies and gentlemen suggested! eleven were connected with the Board. He 
proposed that the procedure of the Committee should be as follows: It 
should prepare a draft syllabus based on that already in existence. The 
draft should be sent round to the various head-teachers and superintendents 
and suggestions requested. These would be submitted to the Committee 
and the valuable ones adopted. His object was to see whether improve- 
ments could be introduced into the methods of teaching Hebrew. He 
thought it his duty to use every effort to preserve the pre-eminence assigned 
to the teaching of religion and morals in the present syllabus. 


Miscellaneous. 

Mr. M. HARRIS gave notice of a motion to call attention, at the next 
meeting of the Board, to the return relating to Jewish children made by Mr. 
Mather in his evidence before the Alien Immigration Committee, and to 
move for the appointment of a Committee to report on the best methods of 
arranging for religious instruction to Jewish children not at present 


receiving any, especially in view of the forthcoming legislation for London 
schools.

*' Shylock,’’ formed the subject of a paper which the Rev. J. Polack, of Clifton 
College, read before the Swansea Jewish Literary Society, last Sunday, at the King's 
Hall, Mr. David Seline in the chair. l'racing the legend of the ‘‘ Pound of Flesh’’ to 
its earliest Known sources, wherein the Jew did not figure at all, and coming down to the 
Italian variant which is supposed to have served Shakespeare as a model, the lecturer 
set himself t) answer the question, *‘ Whence did Shakespeare imbibe the prejudice 
against the J. ¥ so ingrained in the Merchant of Venice, since we are told that there 
were no Jews in England in his time ’'’ Taking his stand on what Mr. Sidney Lee had 
advanced, that there were in Shakespeare's time Marrano Jews in England, who were 
known to the people as Jews, of which community Dr. Lopez (physician to Queen 
Elizabeth) was regarded as the head, and the very type, Mr. Polack said, that there 
can hardly be any doubt that the prejudice originated with the trial and condemna- 
tion of Dr. Lopez, on a trumped-up charge of high treason, in which the people 
implicitly believed, and laid the charge of the same at the door of all the Jews. This 
trial it was that inflamed tne feeling of the populace against the Jews so much, 
that even # master mind like Shakespeare could not free himself entirely 
from it. that Shakespeare should have named Shylock’s debter Antonio— 
the same name as the Portuguese P.etender, who brought about Dr. Lopez’s tragic 
end, and again, that the traditional beard of Shylock, as depicted on the 
English stage, is exactly like that worn by Dr. Lopez, are no _  wmere 
coincidences, but point unmistakably to the source this prejudice came from. A 
vote of thanks was passed to the lecturer for the intellectual treat he had given to 
the audience.and a similar compliment to the chairman brought the Shakespearean 
evening to a close,

Since the departure of one of the Chinese Jews to Kaifengfu 
about whom ful! particulars were fairaished in mv last—a native of Honan, 
who is a friend of the old man, Kiang Sheng~—1 native corelicionist, expected 
to return from Kaifengfu shortlv—brought an epistle from him in Chinese 
addressedi to the Jewish community of Shanghai. The translation of the 
letter is as follows: ** To my Coreligionists.—I always remember your 
kindness, and | believe my last letter must have reached you. When I 
arrived home I found that my eldest daughter had died, | intended tostart 
for Shanghai at the Moon Festival (two months ago), but since then my wife 
and my second daughter fell ill, and my second son has also been confined to his 
bed for some time. I wish I could leave for Shanghai soon, I expect to be 
at Shanghai before the end of the New Year, I must thank you for your 
kind attention to my eldest son, who is with you. With niv best compli-

Several questions have been asked of this *‘ Celestial’ from Kaifengfu 
and all his answers tend to con'irm the statement formerly made by the 
eight Jews who came from Kaifengfa.
